• The Center has been 70 days without a Civil Servant Lost Time Injury.
• The following first aid cases involving civil servants were reported:

-  An AAAC employee sustained a contusion to the hand while positioning
   an acoustic wall unit (4'x4'x8') in a tunnel test chamber.  The employee’s
   hand was caught between the wall unit and the test chamber door.
-  A SEC employee sustained a right hand laceration reaching for a
   piece of sheet metal.
